Biffle May Step Down 


But as a direct result of the 


Democratic-to-Republican shift in 
congressional control, Senate Sec- 
retary Leslie L. Biffle is expected 
by some friends to transfer his 
activities from Capitol Hill to the 
"White House staff after the first 
of the year. 


The senate elects its own sec- 


retary at the beginning of each 
new congress, and Biffle. an Ar- 
kansas Democrat and close friend 
of Truman, appears unlikely to 
survive a Republican drive for the 
office despite his personal popu- 
larity. 


In line for the post is Carl A. 


Loeffler, veteran legislataive em- 
ploye who began as a page boy 
and has served for years as secre- 
tary of the Republican minority. 


Hannegan went to the hospital 


here yesterday for a physical 
check-up. 
Hence there was no 


immediate reaction from him to 
an assertion by Rep. Roger C. 
Slaughter (D-Mo), that Truman 
ought to dismiss his old friend and 
political ally from his job as 
postmaster general. "

Slaughter, defeated in the pri- 


mary after Truman had endorsed 
his Democratic opponent, Enos A. 
Axtell. asserted in a statement at 
Kansas City that Hannegan was 
to blame for the party's defeat 
Tuesday and ought to resign as 
national chairman and Missouri 
national committeeman. 


Crump Also Critical 


Previously Ed Crump, head of 


the Shelby county (Tenn) Demo- 
cratic organization, had said Han- 
negan ought to be ousted. 


Democrats in congress, however, 


faced some changes against which 
they had no recourse, with the 
Republicans

Senaate Majority Leader Bark- 


ley (Ky) reportedly is ready to 
step down to head the new mi- 
nority party of that chamber.

Root, 48 years old, is the GOP 


seventh ward committeeman. He 
is a World war I veteran, attend- 
ed the University of Illinois, and 
later became active in American 
Legion affairs. 
He formerly re- 


sided in Morris, Grundy county. 
He has been in the insurance bus- 
iness, was an assistant state's at- 
torney from 1927 to 1933, prac- 
ticed law, and held various state 
offices before he became assistant 
statae treasurer last February. 


Mayor Kelly, when asked about 


Root as a possible opponent, said: 
"Who is Root?" 


In Democratic circles, there was 


speculation that if Kelly doesn't 
run that State's Attorney William 
J. Tuohy or Paul Douglas, hus- 
band of Mrs. Emily Taft Doug- 
las, might seek the Democratic 
nomination. Douglas is a former 
University of Chicago professor 
and World war II Marine major.

A strike involving some of the 


biggest 
names 
in 
radio 
was 


threatened today. 


The Hollywood chapter of the 


American Federation of Radio 
Artists unanimously authorized 
the national board to call a strike 
unless the four major radio net- 
works agreed to new contracts. 


Negotiations between the AFL 


union and the networks, which 
started in New York Oct. 1, to 
replate a contract which expired 
Oct. 31, collapsed on Oct. 30. 


George Heller, national execu- 


tive secretary of the AFRA, said 
at that time the deadlock arose 
over a union demand for a clause 
in the new pact "which would re- 
quire all networks to refuse to 
pipe in their program to any af- 
filiated station which refused to 
negotiate or arbitrate issues with 
AFRA." 


Meanwhile, 
in

country's 


major dispute, negotiations in the 
soft coal controversy were in re- 
cess over the weekend but John 
L. Lewis planned to confer with 
his 30 district union presidents, 
possibly to discuss any settlement 
plan. 


Lewis Silent 


Lewis remained silent on prog- 


ress in the negotiations between 
the government and the AFL 
United Mine Workers but any set- 
tlement plan would have to have 
approval of the 30 district offi- 
cers. The UMW chief is expect- 
ed to make his first appearance 
at the negotiations on Monday 
and meet with Secretary of In- 
terior J. A. Krug, who also has 
been absent from the parley. 


There also was speculation in

tive labor legislation by the new

National Farm Electrification con- 
ference in a prepared address that 
the demand for farm products is 
the highest in history, and that 
the farmer is faced with 200,000 
fewer farm workers than before 
the war.

said, "they find ways of mechan- 
izing more and more production 
lines. On the farm electricity of-

He asserted that farmer accept- 


ance of electricity has not kept 
pace with its acceptance in other 
industries, and urged the electrical 
manufacturers to give more atten- 
tion to application of equipment to 
farm needs 


'Leak" in Recent Talk by Harriman 


Brings on Renewed Secrecy Efforts 


Washington. Nov. S—(AP)-The 


"leak" of an off-the-record talk 
on Russia by secretary of com- 
merce W. Averell Harriman has 
resulted in vigorous official ef- 
forts to caulk the seams of the 
new national war college. 


The 100 army, navy and state 


department 
officials 
who 
are 


studying top level military and 
diplomatic policies there have been 
reminded sharply they must keep 
strictly mum on everything they 
are told during their nine-month 
course. 


The same stipulation has been 


imposed on the few visitors who 
are admitted on rare invitations. 


Officials who disclosed the new 


secrecy precautions today would 
not say whether other measures 
had been taken or were contem- 
plated. But they stressed private- 
ly that Vice Adm. Harry W. Hill, 
the war college commandant, and 
his aides are determined that the 
institution shall function under 
a blanket of silence. 


Harriman, former ambassador 


to Moscow, was quoted last month 
by Agence France Presse, the 


French news agency, as having 
told the college that Marshal Sta- 
lin is convinced the capitalist and 
communist systems can not exist 
permanently alongside each other. 


Although Harriman commented 


afterward the report bore "little 
resemblance to what I actually 
did." 
its publication created an 


internal furore. 


It trod painfully on a prime pol- 


icy in effect since the institution 
was established at the turn of the 
century as the army and navy- 
war college. That policy was de- 
signed to assure that the hottest 
subjects might be discussed freely 
with fear of embarrassing pub- 
licity. 


Ten foreign service and state 


department officials were enrolled 
as students this year when the 
institution's scope was expanded 
and its name changed. 


Military circles understood that 


the Harriman "leak" had 
been 


traced to a specific individual, 
and that a proposal to identify 
him by name was turned down 
They hinted strongly that a pub- 
lished report that an army colonel 
was responsible just wasn't so. I

Commies for Peace 


Nanking, 
Nov. 
8 —(AP) 


Chaing Kai-Shek today ordered 
all government troops to cease 
fire in a last minute effort to win 
communist attendance at Tues- 
day's scheduled opening of the 
national assembly. 


The order came at the height 


of almost uninterrupted, year-long 
government successes on China's 
far flung civil war battlefields and 
appeared to represent a 
major 


concession by Chiang. 


There was no quick comment 


from the communists who, de- 
spite repeated 
military 
losses 


stubbornly had declined to nego- 
tiate a truce except on their own 
terms; restoration of all territory 
seized by the government since 
the quickly aborted January truce 
and recognition of political agree- 
ments reached early in the year 
through General Marshall's medi- 
ation. 


Chiang's cease fire order fol- 


lowed by only a few hours a two 
day. series of conferences with 
Marshall and U. S. Ambassador 
Stuart. 


The communists steadfastly had 


refused to send their delegates to 
the national assembly, which is 
charged with revising and liberal- 
izing China's constitution, unless 
their terms for peace first were 
met. 
China's minor parties, in- 


cluding the democratic league and 
the youth party, also refused to 
participate in the assembly while 
the nation was torn internally. 


Order Comes Suddenly 


The truce order came with sur- 


prising suddenness at almost the 
last minute that would permit 
communist delegates to organrie 
and come here from Yenan h*lid- 
quarters and 
plsewnrpj.;jr.Jv'lfjfe 


scheduled Tues'day opemng^of the 
.assembly. 


Communist Negotiator Chou En- 


Lai has said that "only a miracle" 
could effect a truce. There was 
no indication what "miracle" had 
been effected; no hint as to what 
Marshall and Stuart may have 
said to induce Chiang to send his 
truce order to all government ar- 
mies. 


It was issued as Chiang's troops 


had crushed communist opposi- 
tion in much of China and found 
them victoriously encircling Rus- 
sian occupied Dairen, fighting bit- 
terly to capture Chefoo and Shan- 
tung province, 
and 
expanding 


from Antung on the Manchuria- 
Korean border. 


There was no immediate indi- 


cation how long it would 
take 


Chiang's order to become effec- 
tive on the farflung battlefields.

The 
administration 
is getting 


ready to junk virtually all remain- 
ing price and wage controls—and 
it was learned today that OPA 
Chief Paul Porter plans to resign. 


Only a final okay from Presi- 


dent Truman was reported neces- 
sary to strip away all remaining 
price ceilings 
except those on 


rents, sugar, syrups and rice. 


Many other wartime controls 


such as those on wages are ex- 
pected to disappear at the same 
time. 


Friends of Porter said he hopes 


the White House decision "would 
come quickly." 


They added that as soon as it is 


announced Porter will go to the 
White House for a private talk, 
with President Truman and offer 
his resignation. 


Porter was drafted from 
the 


chairmanship of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission to take 
over OPA when former Adminis. 
trator Chester Bowles resigned 
last June. Earlier hfi served in key

Truman, Aides in 


GOP Problem Talk 


Washington, 
Nov. 8.—(AP)— 


President 
Truman 
began 
the 


search today for a formula on how 
to run a government in which the 
political 
opposition makes 
the 


rules and holds the purse-strings. 


He called in his cabinet for its 


first meeting since Tuesday's elec- 
tions gave the Republicans control 
of both houses of Congress when 
the lawmakers convene in Janu- 
ary. 


While routine problems were 


said by White House aides to dom- 
inate the agenda of today's ses- 
sion, the administration's unenvia- 
ble position was certain to under- 
go at least a preliminary examina- 
tion. 


First, the president likely will 


make plain to his cabinet members 
what he has to others—that he is 
not quitting his post, in favor of 
a Republican and has not even 
considered the possibility of doing 
10. 


Beyond his decision to carry on 


"or the next two years in a new 
role of "independence." the presi- 
dent, his closest advisors say. has 
not worked out the details of the 
course he will follow. 


No Coalition Group 


A coalition cabinet is out. That 


much is certain, all of his asso- 
ciates agree. 


So is any major cabinet shake, 


up. barring some unforseen devel- 
opment the White House does not 
noxv foresee. 


One or two members are having 


trouble with their health and may 
step out voluntarily. But for the 
present Truman is known to want 
each man to stay at his post. 


He likely will break his silence 


on the election and its aftermath 
at a news conference early next 
week. 


The extent to which the Repub. 


lican leadership of the new con- 
gress will be consulted IB one of 
the problems yet to be worked out.

Illinois Educator Wins 


Scribner History Title 


New York, Nov. 8.—(AP)—Al- 


bert Novins. twice winner of Pu- 
litzer historical awards, also had 
the Scribner $10,000 prize today 
for his "Ordeal of the Union" in 
American history. 


The 56-year-old professor of his- 


tory at Columbia university and 
former English instructor at the 
University of Illinois, received the 
award last night for his two-vol- 
ume work on the period between 
1847 and 1865. 


Nevins, a native of Camp Point, 


111., won the Pulitzer awards in 
1932 for his "Grover Cleveland— 
Study in Courage," and in 1937 
for "Hamilton Fish, the Inner His- 
tory of the Grant Administration."
